Journal  gives  insight 


Newly  discovered  writings 
of  Lucy  Mack  Smith  add  new 
insight  into  the  life  and  times 
of  Joseph  Smith,  according  to 
Dr.  Richard  L.  Anderson, 
Tuesday’s  forum  speaker. 

Dr.  Anderson,  a  BYU 
professor  of  history  and 
ancient  scripture,  said  the 
new  manuscript  offers 
personal  glimpses  of  Joseph 
Smith  in  family  situations.

He  said  the  writings  are 
occasionally  erroneous,  but 
generally  they  agree  with 
dates,  names  and  other  details 
found  in  accepted  historical 
records  of  the  times. 

He  did  note,  however,  that 
sometimes  Sister  Smith 
would  forget  dates,  or  be  “off 
by  a  couple  of  years.”  He  said 
she  tended  to  remember 
names  better  than  dates  or 
places,  and  of  some  200 
names  mentioned  in  her 
journals,  most  have  been 
verified  in  other  records. 

Dr.  Anderson  said  Sister 
Smith  was  helped  in  her  work 
by  Martha  Corey  and  her 
husband,  Howard,  who  served 


as  scribes.  He  told  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  journals 
were  written  and  revised, 
detailing  the  Corey’s  role  in 
their  production.

Dr.  Anderson  also  said 
Brigham  Young,  who  once 
suggested  revision  of  Sister 
Smith’s  work,  was  seeking 
not  to  avoid  history,  but 
rather  to  stress  accuracy  . 


Anderson  said.  “Intimate 
verifications  with  known 
historic  records  show  the 
accuracy  of  her  work.” 


Sister  Smith  includes  many 
things  in  her  journals  that 
Joseph  never  published, 
Anderson  said. 


He  also  said  her  writing 
reveals  the  industrious  nature 
of  the  Smith  family,  her 
reaction  to  the  tragedies 
which  stripped  her  of  her 
sons  and  husband,  and  the 
love  Joseph  and  his  wife, 
Emma,  had  for  each  other.

Dallin,  who  died  in  1944, 
sculpted  such  works  as  the 
angel.  Moroni  on  the  Salt 
Lake  Temple  and  Massasoit, 
now  displayed  in  the  Harris 
Fine  Arts  Center. 

Best  .  known  for  his 
equestrian  statues  of  the 
American  Indian,  Dallin  also 
created  statues  of  patriots 
and  ideal  subjects.  His 
heroic-size  statue  of  Paul 
Revere  near  the  Old  North 
Church  in  Boston  represents 
Dallin’s  57-year  struggle  to 


get  Boston  to  fulfill  its 
promises  to  erect  the 
monument. 

Dallin  left  Springville  at  age 
18  and  studied  his  art  at  the 
Julian  Academy  and  the 
Ecole  des  Beaux  in  Paris.  He 
was  an  instructor  of  the  art  in 
the  Massachusetts  School  of 
Art  in  Boston  for  40  years. 

The  display  officially 
opened  Saturday  with  a 
reception  that  featured  the 
BYU  Intertribal  Choir 
performing  songs  and  dance 
as  part  of  the  “Indians  and 
the  Bicentennial” 
presentation. 

The  display  features  75 
photographs  and  memorabilia 
of  Dallin  and  his  work 
through  the  years.  The 
museum  is  open  Tuesday 
through  Friday,  10  a.m.  to  5 
p.m.;  and  Saturday  and 
Sunday,  2-5  p.m.  Admission 
is  free.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Expressing  grave  concern 
about  international 
consequences  of  fighting  in 
Angola,  President  Ford 
pleaded  with  the  House  today 
not  to  join  the  Senate  in 
voting  a  ban  on  continued 
military  aid  to  Western- 
backed  factions.  . 

The  House  was  expected  to 
vote  the  ban  when  it  took  up 
a  $9O-billi0ri  defense 
appropriation  bill  later  in  the 
day.  The  bill  contains  the 
Senate-approved  ban  on  the 
use  of  U.S.  funds  for  the 
fighting  in  Angola. 

In  his  last-minute  plea 


contained  in  a  letter  to  House 
Speaker  Carl  Albert,  Ford 
warned  that  without 
assistance  Angola’s  two 
largest  political  movements 
“will  be  destroyed  by  Soviet 
armaments  and  a  Cuban 
expeditionary  force.” 

Expressing  his  “grave 
concern”  over  international 
consequences  of  the  Angolan 
civil  war,  Ford  declared  that 
the  Angolan  problem  must  be 
resolved  by  Angolans  “and 
not  through  the  application 
of  brute  military  force  by  the 
Soviet  Union  and  Cuba.” 

Appropriations  Committee 
Chairman  George  Mahon  said 
he  expected  the  ban  to  be 
approved  by  the  House  “by  a 
wide  margin.”

Ten  points  suggest 
quality  of  education

“You’ll  find  that  education’s  about  the  only  thing 
lying  around  loose  in  this  world,  and  that  it’s  about  the 
only  thing  a  fellow  can  have  as  much  of  as  he’s  willing  to 
haul  away.  Everything  else  is  screwed  down  tight  and  the 
screwdriver  lost.” 


Such  were  the  words  that  George  Horace  Lorimer  wrote 
when  he  addressed  his  son  Pierpoint  in  the  short  fictional 
sketch  “From  a  Self-Made  Merchant  To  His  Son.” 

One  then  asks,  “How  much  of  that  education  should  I  haul 
away?”  “How  do  I  know  when  I’m  full?”  Or,  as  U.S. 
Commissioner  of  Education  Dr.  Terrel  H.  Bell  puts  it,  “How 
do  I  know  if  I’ve  become  educated?” 

According  to  Dr.  Bell,  you  don’t  count  up  your  years  of 
schooling  or  look  at  your  diplomas. 

Rather,  Dr.  Bell  suggests  considering  10  questions  to 
determine  if  one  really  is  educated.  Portions  of  his  answers 
follow. 

1.  Do  you  have  a  salable  specialized  skill  you  can  use  to 
earn  a  good  living?  “A  feeling  of  worth  and  dignity  is  most 
often  obtained  through  one’s  work  .  .  .  Many  people  take  an 
unncessarily  circuitous  and  hazardous  route  to  adulthood 
because  they  lack  a  strong  career  choice.” 

2.  Have  you  learned  how  to  learn?  “An  educated  person 
must  be  able  to  read  directions  and  to  teach  himself  or 
herself.  I  have  known  people  with  a  doctoral  degree  who 
could  not  read  the  directions  for  assembling  a  tricycle.” 

3.  Do  you  have  a  thirst  for  knowledge  and  a  hunger  for 
learning?  “An  educated  person  must  have  developed 
intellectual  curiosity  -  a  restlessness  to  know  and  for 
■knowing.  Is  each  week’s  unfolding  drama  attracting  your 
constant  attention?” 

4.  Can  you  communicate?  “Are  you  able  to  say  what  you 
think  say  it  easily  and  understandably?  Can  you  express 
your  thoughts  and  ideas  in  writing  so  others  can  understand 
clearly?  Can  you  listen  and  understand?” 

5.  Have  you  developed  a  clear  set  of  standards  and  ideals  to 
guide  your  life  and  daily  living?  “A  truly  educated  person 
must  live  by  abiding  principles  that  are  important  and 
personally  satisfying.” 

6.  Have  you  learned  how  to  disagree  without  being- 
disagreeable?  “Do  you  have  the  maturity  to  have  your  views 
challenged  without  losing  your  cool?  Have  you  rid  yourself 
of  prejudice?  With  all  of  the  diversity  and  pluralism  of  our 
free  society,  we  must  be  understanding  and  tolerant.” 

7.  Have  you  educated  your  feelings,  your  spirit  and  your 
inner  soul?

Some  people 
live  as  prisoners  in  a  free  land  because  they  are  slaves  to  their 
habits,  their  fears,  and  to  a  tendency  toward  paranoia  in  their 
outlook.” 

9.  Are  you  economically  literate?  “Many  so-called 
educated  persons  have  never  learned  they  can’t  spend  more 
money  than  they  have  coming  in  each  month.” 

10.  Do  you  know  yourself?  “Can  you  apply  what  you 
know  to  maintain  your  physical  health?  Can  you  control 
your  appetites  and  passions?” 

Dr.  Bell’s  questions  are  provacative  and  they  provide  a 
good  test  to  see  if  each  of  us  is  truly  educated.  We  as 
students  should  profit  from  their  message.

The  two  cases  involving  possible  violations 
of  the  ASBYU  Constitution  by  student  body 
officers  should  be  handled  from  different 
angles  by  the  ASBYU  Executive  Council. 

The  violation  of  the  grade  point  standard 
should  be  looked  at  from  an  interpretative 
angle.  The  violation  of  the  full-time  student 
status  requirement  involves  intent. 

Article  5,  section  1-B  states,  “All  officers 
shall  maintain,  while  in  office,  a  minimum 
GPA  of  2.25  or  they  shall  be  discharged  from 
office.” 

Undoubtedly,  ASBYU  officers  are  to 
maintain  a  2.25  GPA.  However,  it  is  unclear 
whether  the  2.25  standard  is  to  be  computed 
for  all  hours  while  in  office,  per  semester  or 
for  cumulative  college  hours. 

Jim  Pederson,  Finance  vice  president,  did 
not  achieve  a  2.25  GPA  during  the  past 
semester.  Yet,  his  cumulative  GPA  “while  in 
office”  is  2.53. 

The  Supreme  Court,  in  an  earlier 
interpretation  of  the  constitution,  decided 
the  GPA  should  be  computed  per  semester. 
However,  there  is  some  question  whether 
they  considered  the  possibility  that  the  GPA 
should  be  determined  for  all  hours  “while  irt 
office.” 

If  the  Supreme  Court  upholds  its  earlier 
decision,  then  Jim  Pederson  should  be 
discharged  of  his  duties.  Members  of  the 
Executive  Council  agreed  when  they  took 
office  to  uphold  the  ASBYU  Constitution. 
The  constitution  clearly  specifies  that 
impeachment  is  the  required  penalty. 

The  case  involving  Dan  Morgan  is 
completely  different.  He  took  only  six  hours 
last  semester  and  the  university  considers  a 
student  full-time  only  if  he-  is  taking 
eight-and-a-half  hours  or  more.  Morgan 
admitted  that  he  “unintentionally”  violated 
this  requirement.

Two  weeks  ago  a  Daily  Universe  editorial  asked  who 
dropped  the  ball  on  implementing  a  married  student  health 
program.  Since  that  time  it  has  become  apparent  the  ball 
wasn’t  dropped  -  the  game  simply  ended. 

At  least  for  now  there  are  no  plans  for  a  married  student 
health  program  through  the  health  center.  According  to 
university  officials,  there’s  no  need  for  it. 

J.  Elliot  Cameron,  dean  of  Student  Life,  explained  that  the 
university  believes  the  statistics  provided  by  a  Church  Health 
Services  survey  are  unreliable.  There  is,  he  said,  no  real 
evidence  that  dependents  of  married  students  see  a  doctor 
half  as  often  yet  are  hospitalized  twice  as  often  as  the 
national  average  (which  was  one  of  the  conclusions  of  the 
survey.) 

Students  have  claimed  that  the  cost  of  health  care' for 
dependents  is  prohibitive,  but  doctors  in  the  area  point  out 
health  services  such  as  immunization  clinics  where  children 
can  receive  immunizations  at  a  nominal  charge. 

Local  doctors  also  stress  they  are  willing  to  work  with 
families  in  financial  difficulty,  permitting  special  billing 
considerations  and,  on  occasion,  special  rates. 

Finally,  married  students  with  health  problems  and  no 
money  should  contact  their  branch  presidents  for  help,  one 
university  official  said. 

Dean  Cameron  stated  that  although  a  plan  through  the 
health  center  is  not  being  considered  at  the  present  time,  the 
university  is  aware  of  married  students’  needs. 

The  university  negotiated  a  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield 
plan  for  the  1975-76  school  year  which  provides 
hospitalization  protection  at  a  low  rate.  Between  the 
insurance  program  and  services  such  as  the  immunization 
clinics,  the  university  hopes  “adequate  medical  care  can  be 
made  available  to  the  dependents  of  students  at  a  reasonable 
cost,”  he  said. 

Most  married  students  hope  so,  too.
